significance of the Klondike region is

went on Friday, bound for Portland, 
Oregon. Our stay around the north- 
west corner of this country will 
scarcely be forgotten.

Here another elegant association 


building existed, but no time for' de- 
scription of this city, only that of the 
tour up the Columbia River will be 
touched. 


The Hudson boasts of being as 


deep as it is wide. 
The Columbia 


may almost do the same. The Hud- 
son is proud of its Catskills and Pali- 
sades; the Columbia has even more. 
Mansions adorn the hillsides of the 
Hudson, while waterfalls to the 
height of 800 feet are found in the 
Columbia channel. 
Both rivers are 


truly individualistic, possessing sights 
no other place to be found. 
The 


former winds among clumps of hills 
and mountains; the latter breaks 
through a noted range of Cascades 
and a bed of volvanic lava 3000 feet 
thick.

TRUSTS 
IN 
DESPERATION 


Will Make a Last Grab—What Gov- 


ernor Wilson Said—The Huge 


Express Graft. 


Washington, 
July 29.—Face to 


Face with the realization that a Dem- 
ocratic administration is coming into 
control of the government, and-know- 
ing that this will mean the end of 
the tariff protection privilege under 
which they have plundered the peo- 
ple for nearly a score of years, the 
tariff trusts hare let it be known 
that a rise in the prices of their com- 
modities may be expected this fall. 
These trusts are determined to take 
one final gouge into the pocketbooks 
of the people before they are pushed 
away from the trough of special 
privilege at which they have been 
growing fat. 


The leather trust, which is owned 


by the Chicago beef barons, has an- 
nounced that the price of leather is 
to be increased 20 per cent. 
This 


will mean a corresponding increase 
in the price of shoes. This trust at- 
tributes the necessity for increasing 
the price to the growing demands of 
the automobile makers for leather. 
This demand is no greater now than 
it has been for the last three 'or four- 
years, and those who are" familiar 
with the leather situation say the 
excuse is only a subterfuge. 


The cloth manufacturers also have 


announced that an increase in cloth-- 
ing of from five to 15 cents a yard 
will be put into effect this fall. The

This report also shows that the ex- 
press companies are all owned by the 
railroads on whose lines they oper- 
ate, so that by maintaining the ex- 
press companies, the railroads simply 
collect a higher price for carrying 
certain classes of freight than they 
could collect were they required' to 
cojaduct the .express business them- 
selves. 


The express graft is one of the 


main reasons for the high cost of 
food, as much food stuff, especially 
the fresh variety, is carried by that 
method.

to be a big shortage in wool, not only 
in this country but in other wool-pro- 
ducing countries as well, and that 
labor costs more than formerly. 


As to this latter contention it will 


be recalled that immediately after 
the Lawrence, Mass., strike last win- 
ter the woolen trust raised the prices 
on all its goods, giving the increased 
cost of labor as the excuse. At that 
time it was figured out by men who 
are familiar with the clothing busi- 
ness that the last increase in prices 
was sufficient not only to meet the 
increased cost of labor, but to pay for 
the losses caused by the strike as 
well, with enough margin left over 
to insure the trust a largely ncreased 
profit. 


After the wool trust raised the 


price on cloth last spring .the market 
value of its stock increased, and at 
no time has there been a falling off 
in the dividends paid to the owners 
of the heavily over-capitalized wool- 
en trust. 
John Nicholas Brown, 


whose picture is appearing in the 
newspapers a great deal these days, 
is rated as the richest baby in the 
world. His fortune consists of stock 
in the woolen trust, which pays 
wages of $5, $6 and $7 a week, and 
dividends of all the .way from 15 to 
100 per cent. 


The price increases are purely ar- 


bitrary, and are based on no other 
reason than the greed of the trust 
owners to get the last possible cent 
out of the consumers before a Demo- 
cratic 
administration 
knocks 
the 


main prop from under them, namely, 
the tariff.

The trusts have found out that 


nothing pays so well as "dissolution." 
Following the decree of the Supreme 
Court which ordered the Standard 
Oil trust to dissolve, the value of that 
corporation's stock rose rapidly. The 
court decree, without changing the 
trust except in a matter of adminis- 
tration, amounted practically to a 
governmental guarantee to violate 
the laws. 
After the decree was is- 


sued the trust owners discovered that 
the monopoly * stood in no further 
danger of prosecution, and as this al- 
ways has been the great menace to 
the trust, it was a great boon to have 
it removed. 
Accordingly the value 


of the shares went skyward. 


As a result, other trusts have be- 


guri to "dissolve." 
The beef trust 


has announced a "dissolution" plan, 
so that it, too, will conform to the 
Supreme Court's notion of what con- 
stitutes a law abiding trust.. The 
powder trust did likewise, the terms 
of the dissolution decree, in its case, 
being written by the trust's own law- 
yers, and later approved by the Fed-

Railway Business for May 


For the month of May the net 


operating revenue of the railways 
declined five and five-tenths per cent, 
per mile of line as compared with 
May 1911, and that for May' 1911 
was four and eight-tenths. per cent. 
less than for May 1910. 
This is the 


salient fact of the monthly summary 
of the Bureau of Railway Economics, 
compiled from the reports of the 
railways to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and embracing ninety 
per cent, of the steam railway mile- 
age of the country. 


The total operating revenues were 


$226,109,262, an increase of $7 per 
mile of line over May 1911. 
The 


operating expenses were $161,368,- 
677, an increase of $24.29 per mile 
of line, while the net operating reve- 
nue was $64,740,585, a decrease of 
$17.23 per mile of line. 
Taxes 


amounted for the month to $9,897, 
301, or $45 per mile, an increase.© 
nine and two-tenths per cent. 


The dectease in net operating 


revenue was most severe for the Eas 
tern group of railways, amounting to 
eleven and nine-tenths per cent.

eady tor the winter feast on black- 
lerry roll, blackberry eobler; all 
washed down the red lane with a 
ittle blackberry wine. I once wrote 
ou of the amount of money paid 
ut in one county in North Carolina 
or the luscious blackberry in a sin- 
gle season; it was about ?100,000. 
The crop here will exceed that in 
value. 
'Tis certain that the; black- 


berry industry 'is a very important 
one in this section just now and is 
nteresting more people "of all classes 
han any other one -line of work. 
Men, women and children, w without 
regard to color or previous condition 
n life, are engaged just now in gath-1 
ering the berries and putting them 
up, but with the avowed intention of 
putting them down in midwinter 
when the scratches on the arms and 
lands nave all been healed which 
were inflicted by the sharp briars 
that surround the bushes. 


I am told that there has never 


been a better season for the berries 
than the present one and for miles 
and miles around the city one can 
see a'small army of pickers going 
iorth each morning.

"I am sen'dihg you herewith a 


peach limb Containing a bunch of 
eggs," wrote "a Wyoming County gen- 
tleman to Prof. H." A. Surface, Har- 
risburg, and added, "I have found 
many similar to this one, and would 
like to know what they are and the 
treatment to give them." 
The in- 


quirer received the following reply: 


"The eggs from your peach limb 


are the Tent caterpillar eggs. Its Is 
best to watch for, these, and burn 
them. They are" laid in bands, per- 
haps one inch long around th'j twigs 
of trees, where they are about the 
diameter Of-~a lead pencil. They' ai;e 
covered with a great mass of natural 
varnish, which makes them water- 
proof and protects them through both 
summer and winter. 
They would 


hatch out early next spring and £6rm 
the conspicuous large tents seen 'Id 
the forks of trees, especially the 
peach and wiJd cherry. 
• . 


"It is by all means best to watch 


for such masses of eggs and rub 
them off and throw them on the 
ground during the summer, fall or 
winter; and you may be sui'e that 
they will not find their way back to 
the trees at the time of hatching next 
spring. 
As a person goes through 


his orchard he should form a habit of 
watching for such pests and remov- 
ing them, and thus keep them in 
check. 
The season for so doing is 


very important, 'a'nd' from now"" until 
next spring is the time to watch for 
the bands-of- Tent caterpillar eggs. 


"This is not the ..Fall Webworm, 


which is to be seen a,t this time of 
year in such, numbers scattered over 
the'leaves,and branches of trees, but 
it is the true Tent caterpillar which 
forms a strong, silken tent in the 
forks of the tree, and leaves the tent 
to come out and feed on the foliage."

Consequently it is not only 
superfluous, but incorrect, to speak of 
a man as "getting drowned", or "get- 
ting sick," and you may unfortunately 
"have a cold," but it is impossible that 
you "have got a cold." 
'At this moment no exceptions occur 


to the writer to the rule that got should 
never be used In connection with have, 
which alone, sufficiently expresses pos- 
session. Say' '1 have the picture," not 
"I have got the picture." "The dog 
has a broken leg," .not- "The dog has 
got a broken leg." 
~The irregular verbs lay and lie are 
frequently confounded. Lay is an ac- 
tive or transitive verb, and lie is pas- 
sive or intransitive. 
We lay things 


down or have laid them down, but we 
and things lie at rest You lie down, 
have lain down,.will'lie down or are 
lying down. She lay^down yesterday 
and is going to lie down this afternoon. 


A frequent error is to confound the 


past tenses of these verbs. One should 
say, "Mary laid the book on the table 
and lay down herself," but the book 
lies on the table.—Exchange.

«pii iind .agreedto'give irie a paying 
price for the picture and for other 
equally successful imitations of the 
great masters.' I declined Ws offer; but 
jmade several'such Imitations which 
(.were exposed as originate-'By selling 
these few pictures ^coaldibave made 
psnyeelf rich.

deceive, but I supposed the critics uo 
derstood their professional work. They 
were all or nearly all fooled. 


"I gave up painting and graduallj 


worked into a business of selling pic- 
tures, principally to 'Americans who 
care more for the name than the pic 
ture. By hunting up poor or indiffer- 
ent works attributed to celebrated 
painters and selling them for what 
they really were 1 gained a*fortune. It 
did not matter that I told those who 
bought them that I considered them 
worthless. All they wished was to be 
able to' say that they were genuine. 
My conscience was clear." 


Mr. Cahoou paused, and Miss Ha- 


thorn said she understood. The former 
continued: 


"I think, I am sure, that I see in you 


and your work a born artist. I advise 
you to paint your own pictures, and 1 
have a plan by which you may sup- 
port yourself in the meantime. I will 
buy from you several of these pic- 
tures that I consider above the aver- 
age, paying you what is today more 
than they are worth, but what after 
you have made a reputation will be 
less than they will be worth. It is a 
fair deal." 


"You take all the risk."

and spafee, tfeeseibtters of today's les- 
son. It. has.been.saidthat a" parable la 
like a nut that has to be broken .to .get 
the meat—it keeps the meat from the 
indolent and for the diligent. It is also 
true that,there, are outside, 'truths for 
the world thai they may receive if they 
will and enter in, and there are truths 
only for those who are within. The 
parables of the hidden treasure and 
the pearl give us. wholly another view 
of what is going on in this,present age 
and of its consummation, in spite of all 
the work of the adversary. Remem- 
bering what we said in a previous les- 
son concerning the explanation of a 
word or phrase holding good through 
the whole discourse, we how note the 
field of verse 44 a-iid the explanation in 
verse 38, "The field is the world." The 
word "treasure" takes, us b^.ck to Ex., 
xli, 5, Israel His peculiar treasured See 
also Ps. ;cxxxv, 4; Mai. iii, 17, margin. 


^ the law, the prophets and the 


Psalms enlighten us concerning;: the 
treasure. 
Since Israel's rejection of 


Christ and ijer consequent. scattering 
among all,nations she has been a'treas- 
ure to no one but Himself, but to Him

The cost of our. redemption fell wholly 
upon Jesus Christ, and by His .perfect 
life and death, -in our stead' arid resur- 
rection from the dead He has provided 
eternal redemption for all who will re- 
ceive Him. We are saved, however,' at 
so great a! price in order to become His 
disciples, and the_cost of being' a disci- 
ple .falls wholly upon the believer, for 
it is written, "Whosoever he be of you 
that forsaketh not all that he hath he 
cannot be my disciple",(Luke xiv,, 33). 
Returning to the treasure and the pear) 
which He obtains by giving up all thai 
He had, "for ye know the grace of out' 
Lord Jesus Christ that, though He- was 
rich, yet for your sakes He became 
poor that ye through His poverty might 
be rich/' (II Cor. .viii, 9), it is'certainly 
true that whatever of value or pre-- 
ciousness there will'be in Israel or tht 
church it will be because of union with 
Him in whom alone is any precious- 
ness. Another phase of truth should 
be considered in. connection with Is- 
rael and the church, and that is that 
Abraham was promised a seed as the 
stars of heaven and as the dust of the 
earth or the sand of the sea, a heaven- 
ly arid an earthly seed. Here also we 
see that church, the heavenly, and Is- 
rael, the earthly, seed. 
When tliest 


have been fully gathered we shall h:\ve 
the kingdom ruled over by a righteous 
king and with Him the church. His 
body, and Israel. His earthly people, 
all righteous. 


The seventh parable, the net gather- 


ing of every kind, may refer to this 
whole age or specially to the end of the 
age, but the great truth seems to be 
thea separation of good and bad. The 
Lord Jesus did not^believe in all who 
said that they believed on Him (John 
it, 23-25), and we cannot tell always 
who. are true and who are not, but the 
day will declare it. It is ours to guth- 
er ail we can. How fearful are the 
words about the severing, the furnace 
of flre, the wailing and griashing of 
teeth (verses 42, 49, 50; xxii, 13; xxiv! 
151; xxv, 30, 41), and if the language Is 
figurative what must the reality be? It 
Is most plainly taught in Scripture that 
for the righteous there is. an, eternity 
of bliss and for the wicked who're'ject 
Christ _and die in their sins an eterni- 
ty of woe. Ho\v 'important' His ques- 
tion,.; "Haye ye uriders'fopd. all thesr 
things ?" (pi.) They were' very, ren dy 
with their "Yea. Lord," but it was uot 
long before He had to'say: "Arfeye.aiso 
yet •without understanding? Do not ye 
yet understand-?" (xv, 16r 
: 17.) It is 


through faith *re nndorstaa'd' (Heb. xi. 
S), and the one thing reguired of us 
aoS that we' caa do Is'to hive faith in 
God.

MOVING PICTURES. 


Why They Sometimes Show Wheels 


Turn ing''the Wrong Way. 


Every one must fca-^e noticed that in 


moving pictures the wheels of car- 
riages or-automobiles often seem to be 
turning backward instead of forward. 
One puzzled person wrote to the Sci- 
entific American asking why, and this 
is that paper's answer: 


Ira taking a moVing picture there are 


perhaps sixteen exposures made each 
second. 
If now tbe spokes of _the 


wheel of a -carriage move with a speed 
so-that the spobes are 4n the same po- 
sition at each exposure, that wheel 
will seem to stand still in the picture. 


If the wheel is moving slower, then 


the spokes will be seen farther back- 
ward in the successive views, and the 
wheel, will seem to turn backward, 
while it will seem to turn forward 
when the spokes move fast enough to 
occupy positions further forward ih 
each exposure. 


It is a.matter of the interruption for 


the exposure and the motion of the 
wheel. If there are sixteen -exposures 
and the wheel turns through the spac« 
between two spokes in one-sixteenth 
of a second the wheel would be in the 
same • position at each successive ex- 
posure and so would not seem to move 
at all- 


Gymnasium Training. 


Every person who lias received gym- 


nasium training is aware of th-e fact 
that an exercise which calls for pain- 
ful effort on the part of the beginner is 
often performed almost without any 
conscious effort at all after a certain 
amount of training has been received 
Again, it is perfectly well known that 
brute strength alone does not make a 
gymnast and that even a simple exer- 
cise may offer great difficulty to a mus- 
cular and well developed individual 
who has not been trained in the gym- 
nasium. Tl'e explanation for this is 
made in an article by Professor Du 
bois Reyruorul in Die Umshau. who 
points out; that one of the esscntini 
functions of gymnasium work is :;;>i 
BO much to build up muscle as to train 
nerves and nerve groups to work in 
proper unison and co-ordination.

The Apple-Tree Borer 


A correspondent wrote to State. Zo- 


ologist Surface, Harrisburg, for in- 
formation concerning the treatment 
of borers in his apple trees, and re- 
ceived the followng reply: 


"For the Apple-tree borer I recom- 


mend no digging, but locating the 
holes by observng the fine powder 
which they grind out through the 
bark and drop near the base of the 
tree. When the holes are found in- 
ject with a spring bottom oil can the 
liquid known as carbon bisulfide, and. 
close'the hole with clay, or if it is an 
irregular opening stuff in a small 
tuft of cotton soaked with carbon bi- 
sulfide, and coyer this with clay. 
It is riot necessary to. cut the trees, 
as all cutting is' liable to be more or 
less injurious when applied to the 
part of the tree that is- infested with 
the borer. 
' "I suppose if one had time the 
best thing to do would be to fill the 
holes with' grafting'"wax after apply- 
ing the carbon bisulfide. Where one 
has only a few trees' it "is possible to 
do this, but it is nqt practical in a 
large Orchard."
